Church  are  serving  as  consultants.

Frank  C.  Jones,  Chairman  of  the 
Wesleyan  College  Board  of 
Trustees,  has  announced  the  ap- 
pointment of  Dr.  J.  Frederick  Wil- 
son as  Acting  President  of 
Wesleyan. 

Assistant  to  the  President  for 
Church  Relations  since  1980,  Dr. 
Wilson  has  been  a member  of  the 
College’s  Board  of  Trustees  for 
more  than  20  years.  As  Assistant 
to  the  President,  he  worked  closely 
with  the  president  in  sustaining 
Christian  education  programs  on 
the  campus,  and  in  promoting  a 
close  association  between  Wesleyan 
and  the  United  Methodist  Church. 
He  also  served  as  Professor  of  Reli- 
gion and  Philosophy. 

“Dr.  Wilson  is  well  known  and 
highly  respected  by  all  of  Wesley- 
an’s constituencies,”  said  Mr. 

Jones.  “His  presence  on  campus, 
and  his  wise  leadership  and  good 
judgment  will  help  to  provide  both 
the  continuity  and  the  vitality  that 
will  be  particularly  needed  as  we 
begin  the  new  academic  year.  Dr. 
Wilson’s  leadership  as  president 
will  be  extremely  valuable  during 
the  interim  before  a permanent 
successor  is  selected.” 

“I  am  honored  to  be  trusted  with 
this  responsibility  and  am  pleased 
to  serve  Wesleyan  in  this  capacity,” 
commented  Dr.  Wilson.

He  was 
a chaplain  in  the  U.S.  Navy  during 
World  War  II. 

After  graduating  from  Camilla 
High  School  in  Camilla,  Georgia, 
Dr.  Wilson  attended  Emory  Uni- 
versity where  he  received  his  bach- 
elor of  arts  degree  in  1935.  In  1938, 
he  received  his  bachelor  of  divinity 
degree  from  the  Candler  School  of 
Theology.  That  same  year,  he  be- 
came a minister  in  the  South  Geor- 
gia Conference  of  the  United 
Methodist  Church.  In  1961,  he  re- 
ceived a doctorate  of  divinity  de- 
gree from  Emory  University. 

His  mother,  the  late  Nell  Whit- 
ing Wilson,  was  a member  of  the 
class  of  1911  at  Wesleyan.  Dr.  Wil- 
son and  his  wife  Henry  Kate  have 
three  daughters — Victoria,  Mar- 
garet, and  Katherine — who  were 
Green  Knights  graduating  from 
Wesleyan  in  1960,  1964,  and  1968.
